H.... it is summer, the election process is over, and the QCWA

How to Nominate a 
QCWA Member for 
an Honor Award 


Once a year the Board of Directors of 
QOCWA reviews the nominations of 


members for the Honor Awards and, by 
vote, selects those considered to be 
worthy of receiving awards, QCWA 
members are encouraged to participate 
in this activity by preparing and submit- 
ting nominations, 

This article discusses the Honor 
Awards and the method by which any 
member can nominate another member 
for one or more of the awards. The 
requirements for giving each award. 
and a procedure to be followed for 
making a nomination, are provided. 


The purpose of the QCWA Honor 
Awards is to honor those QCWA 
members who have made outstanding 
contributions to QCWA. amateur ra- 


dio, or the general public in the field of 


communications. There are currently 
six Honor Awards: 


@ Hall of Fame 

@ Roll of Honor 

g@ John DiBlasi 

@ Distinguished Service 
@ Member of the Year 
@ Presidential 


Award requirements 


The requirements which an award 
recipient must meet are as follows: 


Hall of Fame: This honor may be 
given to any QCWA member who has 
made an outstanding contribution to 
amateur radio in general or to the 
communications community in mat- 
ters affecting the general public. The 
contribution may be a single event or 
multiple events which have earned the 
recipient substantial favorable recog- 
nition at the national or international 
level. It is the most prestigious award 
given by QCWA. 


Roll of Honor: This honor award 
may be given to any QCWA member 
who has made a substantial contribu- 
tion to QCWA, amateur radio, or the 
general public in the area of communi- 
cations. Unlike the requirements for 
the Hall of Fame Award, national or 
international recognition of these 
achievements is not a requirement. 
This award is the second highest given 
by QCWA. 


John DiBlasi: This honor award 
may be given to any QOCWA member 
who has over a long period of time 
made an outstanding contribution to 
the honor and preservation of our 
Association. This is the third highest 
award given by QCWA, 


Distinguished Service: This award 
may be given to any QCWA member 
in recognition of outstanding service 
to QCWA. It is the fourth highest 
award given by QCWA. 


QCWA Member of the Year: This 
award may be given to the QCWA 
member who has made the greatest 
contribution to QCWA or amateur 
radio during the preceding year. The 
award may be given more than once to 
the same member. It ranks equally 
with the Distinguished Service Award 
as the fourth highest award given. 


Presidential: This important award 
is designed to be given to individuals, 
either amateur or non-amateur. who 
have made significant contributions to 
amateur radio. The recipient does not 
have to be a member of QCWA. It is 
awarded at the President’s discretion, 
but any amateur may make a recom- 
mendation to the President. 


Selection procedures 


Honor Awards are granted by the 
Board of Directors at their yearly 
Spring meeting. Award recipients will 
be notified as soon as possible after the 
meeting. Arrangements will be made 
for their presentation or delivery. 

If there is no nomination for any of 
the awards, or should nominations be

rejected by the Board of Directors, the 
award will not be made that year. 

No Officer, member of the Board of 
Directors, or Headquarters Staff will 
be eligible for an Honor Award during 
his/her term of office. 

All QCWA members are encour- 
aged to make nominations. However. 
the following procedure must be fol- 
lowed: 


@ Each member must prepare a 
comprehensive, detailed, written de- 
scription of the qualifications of each 
nominee for each award. This may 
take a bit of effort, but include every bit 
of accurate information possible. 


@ Each nomination must be in the 
hands of the Publicity & Awards Com- 
mittee Chairman no later than March 
| of the award year. The current 
Chairman is Bob Rickey, NF6P. 8532 
Red Hill Country Club Dr, Ranch 
Cucamonga CA 91730-1928. 


Each QCWA member should give 
serious thought to his friends and 
associates. If you know of someone 
who has made significant contribu- 
tions to the Association, or to the 
communications community in gen- 
eral, nominate him or her. All nomina- 
tions will receive due consideration.

“The noise generated from those 
sparks could be heard blocks away

the neighborhood. 

“Below, Photo 3 shows the eight 
pyramid points on the steel cup. acti- 
vated by a 1600 RPM electric motor 
(most fellows used 1750 RPM motors).

Fall Updates... 
First, AO-21 


This Summer, the joint German and 
Russian Command team for 
AMSAT OSCAR 21 (AO-21) has 
finally “broken the code” on the 
problems that have plagued AO-21 
since its launch a little over a year 
ago. The Russian linear transponder 
has seen sporadic service since 
launch, but only very limited activity 
with the German RUDAK Tran- 
sponder had been possible. 

Since the breakthrough, RUDAK 
has been performing a very interest- 
ing and unprecedented service. It has 
been emulating an FM repeater! 
This may sound silly and out of 
character for an Amateur Radio 
Satellite, but it is fun and has been a 
real asset in introducing Amateur 
Radio Satellites to the average 
Amateur Radio Operator. 

The downlink is on 145.987 MHz 
and the uplink is on 435.016 MHz. 
In this mode, AO-2] performs very 
much like any FM repeater with 
strong, full-quieting signals; however, 
its coverage—or footprint—is the 
entire North American continent at 
once (when over the middle of the 
USA). 

Actually, RUDAK is doing much 
more than the task of an FM 
repeater. In this mode, it A/D’s the 
speech, processes the speech digitally. 
and then D/A’s the result before 
transmitting it on the downlink. 
What you hear cannot be distin- 
guished from normal analog speech. 

Why, you may ask, go to all of 
this trouble for an FM repeater? 

The answer is that with the 
Digital Signal Processing (DSP) tech- 
niques incorporated into RUDAK, 
many things are possible in addition 
to the FM repeater and implementa- 
tion is “only software.” 

One example of another potential 
feature is true “Voice Mail,” accord- 
ing to Peter, DB2OS. As time goes 
on, many other experiments will be 
made available via RUDAK. In 
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addition to the capabilities described 
above, RUDAK is capable of many 
digital modes of operation ranging in 
speed from approximately 400 to 
9600 bps. It even includes some 
experimental modulation techniques 
aimed at enhancing digital communi- 
cations. 

By the time you read this, the FM 
repeater will probably be gone at 
least for the time being: however. 
watch 145.987 MHz for other inter- 
esting possibilities. You won't need 
a sophisticated ground station to 
hear this strong downlink, an HT 
and a “rubberduck™ will do. 


AMSAT-UK Space 
Colloquium 


I again had the pleasure of attending 
the AMSAT-UK Space Colloquium 
at the University of Surrey in 
Guildford, England, for its seventh 
running, from 30 July through 2 
August 1992. Ron Broadbent, 
G3AAJ organizes this truly interna- 
tional event every year and must be 
commended for another outstanding 
job. 

Approximately 160-170 Amateurs 
from 20 different countries attended 
this year. This was my second trip to 
this meeting and I was still very 
impressed by the international 
character of the meeting—not to 
mention the content of the papers 
presented. 

Thursday was International Day 
(Politics Day). On this day, issues 
such as frequency allocation, defini- 
tion of an Amateur Radio Satellite, 
IARU coordination, and, “last but 
not least,” satellite gateways were 
discussed. The gateway issue has 
been the topic of much controversy 
this year, particularly since the 
advent of 9600 bps communications 
on UO-22. 

This “bird” has grown in popular- 
ity and as a consequence is heavily 
used by operators worldwide for a 
variety of purposes, one of which is 
forwarding of international traffic 
posted to terrestrial BBSs (gateways) 
to other gateways worldwide. After 
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much discussion, it was determined 
that gateway traffic is a legitimate 
use of the resource and that a 
balance of utilization by different 
users will follow with increased 
knowledge of operating techniques, 
evolution of control software, and 
addition of more 9600 bps resources 
(KITSAT). Any attempts to impose 
restrictions or priorities must be 
resisted at this time. 

This discussion set the stage for 
other informal “gateway meetings” 
that were held after hours (after pub . 
closing) throughout the conference. 
Many other topics were discussed in 
a friendly fashion during these 
follow-on meetings. 

The meat of the Colloquium— 
paper presentations—took place on 
Friday, Saturday. and Sunday. 
Progress reports on all of the cur- 
rently known Amateur Radio 
Satellite projects were presented. 

These projects include Phase 3D, 
ARSENE, TECHSAT, ITAMSAT, 
SEDSAT, KITSAT, and another RS 
“bird” with a Mode A transponder. 
Of course, Phase 3D stole the show 
with an excellent progress report by 
Dr. Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC. 

Phase 3D is alive and well, but it 
still has a long way to go, both 
financially and technically, and not a 
lot of time to do it. All of the other 
projects mentioned above should fly 
within the next one to two years. 

KITSAT was launched this 
evening, 10 August 1992, as this 
paper was being written. It should 
be on line and under Korean control 
by the time you read this. Many 
other papers on satellite related 
topics were presented for the edifica- 
tion of those present. 

Saturday evening, we were fed 
and entertained at the Chancellor’s 
Restaurant and Bar. Food was 
excellent and music was provided by 
the London Jazz Kings. Following a 
short intermission, Ron Broadbent 
was the auctioneer for the annual 
“Fun Junk Sale” benefiting the 
AMSAT-UK Phase 3D FUND. A 
large variety of items were placed on 
the “auction block” and bidding was 
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wild and entertaining. I have no idea 
how much was raised at the auction, 
but the three Soviet Space Posters | 
brought over went for between 15 
and 20 pounds. 

Sunday evening, we parted 
company after another successful 
Colloquium and went our merry 
ways. Everyone is looking forward 
to another meeting next year. 


RS-12/13 


Who said it takes a lot of equipment 
to work satellites? 

Since last Christmas, | have been the 
proud owner of an IC-735 HF rig that 
I use for mobile and some fixed station 
activity, With it, | have discovered the 
pleasures of operating Mode K through 
RS-12 from home and mobile. 

In the mobile, I use a Hustler 
antenna with two resonators on the 
mast at the same time for 10 and 15 
meters. I operate the [C-735 with the 
“A” VFO on 10 meters and the “B” 
VFO on 15 meters and select “Split” 
operation. At the house, | use the 
same technique and my triband 
beam. 

Pat Gowan, G3IOR, presented a 
paper at Surrey on use of this 
satellite for “beyond the horizon” 
satellite experiments. His accomplish- 
ments are fascinating.

PRODUCT REVIEW 


The Solder Kit 


Every once in a while. a product 
comes along that I feel might be of 
interest to our members. The Solder 
Kit is just such an item. 

Over the years I have written 
several articles on soldering and have 
seen numerous methods being 
marketed that will solder dissimilar 
metals—none of which were really 
successful from my observations. 
However. at Dayton this year, Fred 
Doob, AA8FQ (QCWA member) 
was marketing a soldering kit that 
was truly amazing—in fact, the hams 
were actually lined up to see and 
buy his product. 

I approached Fred with the 
possibility of doing a product review 
for us and he gave me a complete 
demonstration. | really feel that this 
is something a lot of us would be 
interested in hearing about. 

Fred has been an automotive rep, 
selling products for the automobile 
industry. One company had a very 
experienced metallurgist come up 
with a soldering flux and material 
that would have better holding than 
normal solder, and would work at 
lower temperatures. 

Fred saw the possibilities for 
radio amateurs so he put together a 
kit containing the necessary fluxes, 
plus he. designed a very small butane 
torch that can be used with a 
soldering tip or simply as a torch, 
The torch is refillable with from one 
of the commonly available small 
butane refill containers sold in 
stores. 


What The Solder Kit does 


One simply puts slight coating of the 
solder paste on the materials to be 
soldered. The torch flame is then 
applied so that the flux melts and 
then the flame tip is applied to flow 
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the solder along the desired area. 
There are four different tubes of flux 
provided: silver flux, copper flux, 
aluminum flux, and—ast, pot metal 
flux (that’s right . . . pot metal flux). 


Some technical points: 


@ The aluminum solder flux will 
solder aluminum to other metals 
such as copper. It has a low melting 
point of 395 degrees and the joint 
has a tensile strength of 28,000 PSI! 
In fact, small soldering jobs can be 
done with a match or lighter because 
of the low-temperature flux points. 

m@ One problem with many 
antennas is that the manufacturers 
use self-tapping screws to hold 
elements together. These screws tend 
to get loose, creating noise problems. 
Not so with the solder kit—simply 
solder the screw in place. It’s easy 
and quick, and will hold as long as 
the element lasts. 

One of my hobbies is making 
Indian turquoise jewelry, and silver 
soldering is a touchy proposition. 
Not so with this setup. 

One can solder at a point to hold 
a piece in place, then form the metal 
and move along, soldering as you 
go. Coax fittings become very easy 
and simple to solder. 

Frankly, as you can tell. I was 
extremely impressed with the kit. I 
don't expect it would eliminate 
normal circuit board work .. . but 
for tough soldering chores, it is the 
answer. The kit comes complete with 
the fluxes mentioned above, plus the 
torch. Price of the kit is $59.00.

“The Way We Were” 


A Look Back at the Halcyon 
Days of Early Radio 


“The month of December 1991 marks the 90th anniver- 
sary of Guglielmo Marconi’s first spanning of the Atlantic 
ocean between Cornwall and St. John’s Newfoundland by 
wireless telegraphy. An opportune time. perhaps, to reflect 
upon some of the unusual twists and turns in the history of 
early radio which influenced the application of the revolu- 
tionary insights of Clerk Maxwell and the subsequent 
discoveries of Heinrich Hertz.” Thus begins Part One of a 
two-part retrospective written by John J. Dietz, W2BFU, 
OCWA # 06294... 


\ look at the state of the radio art in 1901 
will prove helpful. In that year, the U.S. Secretary of the 
Navy recommended that consideration be given to 
replacing the homing pigeons, then in use for fleet 
communications, with a system of wireless telegraphy. All 
of the major naval powers, with the exception of the 
United States, had made a start at using wireless. at least 
experimentally, and the British had claimed communica- 
tion between ships over distances up to 160 nautical 
miles. 

Apparently the Secretary’s recommendations received 
favorable consideration, for by mid-1902 the Navy had 
acquired two sets of equipment from a number of 
American and European sources. It is noteworthy that 
the company which had been founded by Marconi did 
not participate in bidding on this equipment since they 
would not agree to sell—but only to lease—their apparatus 
for test purposes. Later that year the U.S. Navy began a 
series of tests between stations set up at the Washington 
Navy Yard and the Naval Academy at Annapolis, a 
distance of about 30 miles. 

Additional shore testing followed through the winter 
of 1902. and by April of 1903 the German von Arco 
equipment, which had proved to be superior during the 
early tests, was able to maintain reliable communication 
with the cruiser USS Topeka over a distance of some 52 
nautical miles. (Telefunken subsequently acquired the von 
Arco name, which some old timers may remember). 
Later that year, after further testing. forty-five additional 
sets of the von Arco equipment were acquired and the 
cruiser USS Baltimore was one of several ships fitted with 
this equipment. 

It is to the Navy’s credit that, though getting off to a 
late start, its efforts were soon to put this country in the 
lead in radio development. By 1911, the renowned Naval 
station NAA, located on the outskirts of Washington, 
DC—the construction of which had started three years 
earlier, was running 100 kW of both spark and arc 
power, and was at the time believed to be the highest 
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powered station in North America and possibly in the 
world. It was NAA with its landmark triple towers, one 
900 and the other two 650 feet tall, known as “Three 
Sisters of Arlington”, that was listened to for code 
practice by many pioneering amateurs of the day. 

A brief look at the earlier work which led to the 
involvement of Marconi is of interest. It was of course 
Maxwell, the English physicist and mathematician who 
was the first to provide a sound theoretical understanding 
of electromagnetic radiation in his treatise of 1883. 

It was Hertz, the experimental physicist in Germany, 
however, who almost certainly generated the first con- 
trolled, man made radio waves during his experiments in 
1888, and it was Hertz who was to show that energy 
could be transferred through free space, thereby confirm- 
ing the work of Maxwell. 

Interestingly, the signals which Hertz generated and 
employed in his experiments had wavelengths on the 
order of two meters. While engaged in these efforts Hertz 
developed the concept of allowing the voltage across a 
capacitor to build to a value high enough to break down 
a spark gap. The resulting oscillations produced were, of 
course, inherently discontinuous—or damped, starting at a 
high amplitude and gradually diminishing as the capaci- 
tor discharged. The short wavelengths emitted were no 
doubt determined by the dimensions of the antenna, in 
the form of a dipole. connected across the spark gap. 


Hertz’s first receiver 


Hertz’s receiver was nothing more than a loop of wire 
with a micrometer gap. the sparks across which could be 
detected visually. He was able to conclude, from the 
results of the remarkable series of experiments conducted. 
that the radiation produced obeyed the same optical laws 
that applied to light, and were thus electromagnetic. 

Once Hertz published his results, a number of other 
experimenters developed more sensitive detectors, some 
based on a phenomenon that had been observed many 
years earlier. These efforts led to the coherer which was 
used by Oliver Lodge in England during several demon- 
strations presented in 1894, 

Still other experimenters, including Alexander Popov 
in Russia picked up on this work, and before the end of 
the last century. crude signalling equipment had been 
developed. Popov’s efforts departed from earlier experi- 
ments, in his use of large vertical antennas, and he 
seemed to have been aware that this equipment “would 
have a potential for signal transmission if a source of 
such oscillations, having sufficient. were discovered.” 

It seems clear, however, that most of the early work 
on Hertzian waves was done by scientists who had but 
little interest in applying their efforts to commercial 
applications. What was needed was a technically-minded 
entrepreneur who could exploit these basic discoveries. 

That man was Marconi. Though not highly trained as 
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a scientist, he had a great interest in physics and chemis- 
try and according to John A. Fleming, a later collabora- 
tor, he was a true utilitarian. Marconi had heard of the 
work of Hertz and Lodge in 1884, at the age of twenty. 
He subsequently concerned himself constantly with 
wireless experimentation. 


Marconi spans the Atlantic 


Marconi improved the coherer and the earlier methods of 
applying it, and by 1896 he was transmitting Morse code 
messages over distances of two miles. Moving to England 
during the following year he soon demonstrated that 
signals could be sent over increasingly greater distances. 
By 1897 he had formed the 
British Marconi Company, the 
first such entity in the wireless 
field. 

His efforts to increase the range 
or distance over which signals 
could be sent culminated on 
December 12. 1901, when, after a 
series of earlier heartbreaking 
accidents. and using kite-sup- 
ported antennas, he was able to 
hear the faint letter “S” transmit- 
ted over the 1700 miles between 
Poldhu in Cornwall. England and 
St. John’s Newfoundland, 

It should be noted here that 
there are doubters to this 
day—especially in the light of 
present knowledge of radio wave 
propagation-—who question whether those three dots, 
though repeated continuously could have been distin- 
guished from the ever-present static. After all, reception 
was reported during the daylight hours between 11:30 
A.M. and 2:30 p.m. Newfoundland time, and on a very 
long wavelength. 

While there is little doubt that the signals were re- 
ceived, some believe it to be much more likely that they 
were in fact harmonics at 100 meters or less generated by 
the broad banded spark equipment, and detected on the 
crude and virtually untuned receiving apparatus used, 
aided by reflections from the ionosphere. 


Saving lives at sea 


In any case, the outcome of the test proved to be a 
significant milestone, and interest in wireless was soon to 
be further stimulated when radio messages from the SS 
Republic were responsible for the prompt rescue action 
which saved may lives when that ship went down in the 
north Atlantic in 1909. The Tiranic disaster in 1912 
served to remove any further doubt regarding the impor- 
tance of wireless at sea. 


Experts agreed 
that radio waves 
were incapable of 

following the 

contour of the earth 


over long distances. 
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It is to Marconi’s credit that he was quick to realize 
that the already existing undersea telegraph cables 
together with the much higher power requirements and 
costly antenna systems needed for bridging the ocean 
would severely handicap transatlantic wireless telegraphy. 
He therefore wisely concentrated on the field of ship-to- 
shore and ship-to-ship communications, areas in which 
there were no practical alternatives. 

The ionosphere already mentioned may deserve a 
more careful look. As now understood, there are essen- 
tially three primary regions of the earth’s atmosphere. 

The ionosphere, at the highest altitude, lies above the 
troposphere and the stratosphere and merges with the 
latter some fifty miles above the earth’s surface. It 
extends upward to at least 400 
miles and contains the D, E, 
Fl and F2 layers with which 
radio amateurs are familiar 
since they greatly influence 
communications in the high 
frequency bands. 

The electrically charged—or 
ionized—gases within the region 
become more and more rar- 
efied as altitude increases. As a 
result, the charges comprising 
them have longer and longer 
distances to travel, and thus 
longer lifetimes before they are 
again neutralized by the re- 
combination of free electrons 
and positively charged core 
atoms. 

This explains the relatively long persistence of the “F™. 
layers compared to that of the denser and lower-lying 
“D” layer which is principally responsible for the absorp- 
tion of radio waves at the medium and lower high 
frequency regions of the spectrum, and which disappear 
soon after sundown each day. 

The electrified gases in the uppermost regions of the 
earth’s atmosphere are generated by photons, in the 
ultraviolet range of the sun’s radiation, which have 
sufficient energy to remove electrons from—and thus 
“jonize”*—the rarefied gases present there. These freed 
electrons have a natural resonance frequency of vibration 
known as the plasma frequency. The more electrons 
present in a given volume, the higher is the plasma 
frequency. 

Reflection or refraction occurs when the electron 
density attains a level where the plasma frequency is 
equal to or is greater than the frequency of the arriving 
radio wave. It is for this reason that lower frequencies are 
more easily reflected by these upper ionized regions. 

Interestingly, it was the unexpected success of 
Marconi's transatlantic test in 1901 that prompted the 
first theories about the existence of the ionosphere. For 
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some years following the test, little was known about 
radio wave propagation. The ensuing and independent 
efforts of Arthur Kennely in the U.S.A. and of Oliver 
Heavyside in England. however, soon laid the ground- 
work for an understanding of the effect of that region on 
the way in which radio waves travel. 


“Experts” agree: no DX! 


If there was one thing on which the “experts” could 
agree in those early years. it was that radio waves trav- 
eled in a straight line and were therefore incapable of 
following the contour of the earth over long distances. 
Such agreement had come about largely from a belief in 
the validity of the so called “Austin-Cohen” Equation, 
which was based on long-term studies of radio propaga- 
tion at longer wavelengths. 

These long-term studies were being conducted for the 
Navy, by the National Bureau of Standards, (known 
today as the National Institute of Standards and Tech- 
nology) and the Austin-Cohen Equation had been found 
to be quite reliable in predicting daytime field intensity at 
a distance, at the frequencies below a few hundred 
kilohertz, where most radio communication took place 
prior to 1920. 

The Austin-Cohen Equation took into consideration 
such factors as the wavelengths employed, antenna 
current, antenna height at the transmitting and receiving 
sites, and absorption factors that were arrived at empiri- 
cally over many years of measurement. Calculations 
using this equation clearly established the superiority of 
the longer wavelengths for long distance work. Of 
primary importance however, were the absorption 
constants employed, which increased exponentially with 
distance. What the equation did not take into account, of 
course, was the existence of sky waves and their reflection 
from the ionosphere which makes long distance short 
wave communication possible. 

Fortunately the pioneer amateurs of the day did not 
believe the “experts” when they built and then operated 
the IBCG at Greenwich, Connecticut in December of 
1921, and got the first short wave message across the 
Atlantic to Paul Godley, who had been sent to 
Andressen, Scotland with his “state of the art” receiving 
equipment. This memorable event was accomplished with 
CW equipment costing less than one thousand dollars 
and operating at a power level below one kilowatt. 

Though almost forgotten today, the successful out- 
come of this test certainly caught the attention of the 
commercial interests who were spending millions at the 
time on long-wave high-power equipment and on towers 
of immense height to. accomplish the same end. No 
wonder that David Sarnoff. then General Manager of 
RCA, William Deegan of the Postal Telegraph Company 
and others travelled to Greenwich “to see what the boys 
were doing.” 
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Another example of where the experts were wrong, 
and which is of particular interest to those of us using 
frequency modulation, comes to mind. In a now famous 
paper published in the February, 1922 Proceedings of the 
Institute of Radio Engineers, John Carson of the Western 
Electric Research Group, which would shortly become 
the Bell Telephone Laboratories, proved mathematically 
that frequency modulation would be “inferior to the 
amplitude variation system both as to the width of the 
frequency band occupied and the distortion of the signal 
wave form.” It is hard to believe that Major Edwin 
Armstrong, who pioneered frequency modulation, and 
who was most active in the LR.E. at the time, would 
have been unaware of Carson’s paper. Fortunately, 
Armstrong, who had been one of the participants in the 
1BCG tests, wasn’t a believer either. To Carson’s credit, 
it must be said however, that he appeared to have been 
the first to show, again by mathematical analysis, that 
only one side band and neither the other nor the carrier 
was needed to convey information in an AM signal, thus 
setting the stage for single side band telephony .. .

Bill Halligan, W9AC, SK 


William J. “Bill” Halligan. W9AC, a Life Member of 
QCWA (# 00137), died July 14 in Miami Beach, FL. 

Halligan was the founder and retired Chairman of 
Hallicrafters Co., which he started in 1933 to supply 
amateur shortwave radios. He later developed his company 
into a major manufacturer of electronic equipment for 
home, industry, aerospace, and the military. 

During World War Il, Hallicrafters made military 
radios: after the war, home television sets and radar. The 
company continued as a major supplier of ham radio gear 
during the nineteen-fifties and -sixties. Hallicrafters was 
acquired by Northrop Corporation in 1960, and Halligan 
continued as President and Chairman, retiring in 1967. 


Legend: 
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Obtaining his first license in 1916, Halligan was once 
known as “Wireless Willic.” and worked as a commercial 
and military radio operator during World War I on the 
battleship //linois. He is survived by two sons—William, Jr. 
and Jack. 


Robert Hertzberg, 2ABK, W2DJJ, and 
K4JBI, SK 


A prolific writer of ham radio and electronics books and magazine articles, 


Robert Hertzberg, W2DJJ became a Silent Key June 30, 1992 at the age 
of 87. His son, Paul Hertzberg, K2DUX (QCWA # 12109) submitted 
the following eulogy. . . 


Robert Hertzberg obtained his first amateur radio 
license, 2ABK, during the early 1920s. He was a member of 
the radio club of Stuyvesant High School in New York City, 
and while still a teenager wrote and illustrated newspaper 
articles on how to build the latest in “shortwave radios.” 

During the 1920s he joined the Pilot Radio Co., helping 
develop one of the most successful radios of its day—the 
“Super Woop.” One of his friends at work was John 
Geloso, who later returned to Europe to become the 
largest independent manufacturer of electronic products 
in Europe and South America. Their family friendship 
spanned almost 50 years. In addition, Hertzberg worked on 
some of the earliest television equipment in this country. 

Joining the U.S. Army Signal Corps Reserve, Hertzberg 
participated in early experiments with aircraft radio and 
mobile communications. He joined the staff of Fawcett 
Publications, became the editor of Mechanix Illistrated, 
and later developed another very popular magazine 
... Electronics Mlustrated. 

Called to active military service in late 1941, Hertzberg 
graduated from the Officers’ Training Facility at Ft. 
Leavenworth, KS with the rank of Captain. His graduation 
day was Saturday, December 6, 1941; he was driving home 
to New York on the morning of December 7, 1941 when 
he heard about the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Hertzberg was transferred to England in early 1942 on 
the Pan Am Flying Boat, and he joined the staff of General 
Omar Bradley to plan the invasion of Europe. His duties 
there also included setting up a training school for radio 
operators in the English countryside. On of his most 
memorable duties was escorting Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
around the school. He rose to the rank of Colonel. 

At war’s end, Hertzberg returned home to become a 
freelance writer of technical books. One of the best known 
was So You Want to be a Ham, which influenced tens of 
thousands of people of all ages to become amateur radio 
operators. In addition, he wrote dozens of books about 
home repairs, plywood projects, house trailers, firearms, 
appliance repair, and photography.
